A, Williams Pays Beautiful 
and Lot im? Tribute to Dead Piiy- 
sieian: Burial ruder Aus­ 
pices of B. P. Ow E. 


Sunday. May the sixteenth, the re­ 
mains of Dr. Beige Brown!), follow­ 
ing a series of appropriate ceremon­ 
ies, were laid to rest in Rosedale. 
At I o clock, a*bout thirty mem­ 
bers of tile B. P. O. E., Shawnee 
lodge, in personnel among the more 
^sterling and substantial of that me- 
'tiopolhi, together with local Elks, re- 
■paired to the Browali residence on 
17tb street where, in the presence of 
relatives and multitude of friends, 
there were had impressive services 
u ml pi auspices of such lodge. 
From 
the residence preceded by 
(he hearse bearing the remains, the 
funeral cortege marched to tile First 
ilehtodist church where awaited such 
n concourse of people in numbers 
and such a gathering in spirit of 
>deep sympathy as probably had nev­ 
er before occupied a house of wor­ 
ship in this city in meeting of sim­ 
ilar character. 
Rev. 
J no. A. 
Williams, formerly 
beloved pastor of the First Presby­ 
terian church at Ada. officiated at the 
'^Church, delivering a sermon strong­ 
ly euologistic of the life of Dr. Brow- 
all. 
The vast audience of around a 
thousand people, intensely interested, 
earnestly responsive to the every ut- 
tenance of the minister, sat without 
movement, except among the many 
the oft repeated bowing the head 
to remove the tears and stifle the 
sobs. 
It was a scene, the memory 
of which will continue to live in the 
hearts of many during life. 
The casket, containing the body 
of the dead physician and friend of 
hundreds of Ada’s loyal people, was 
literally covered with beautiful white 
loses and cape jessamines. Gathered 
•round 
were 
the 
near 
relatives 
among whom Were the widow with 
little seven months old son. 


* % When the church ceremonies had 
been 
concluded, 
a 
procession 
was 
formed and moved in sigle file to 
Rosedale, lit is said, and is prob­ 
ably correct, that this was the long­ 
est funeral procession ever witness­ 
ed in this country with the possible 
exception of one. and 
the second 
largest assemblage of people ever 
gathered ai the place of the last sad 
farewell. 
At the grave the B. P. O. E. visi­ 
tors concluded that lodge's final ser­ 
vices. following which the last view 
was had of the pallid face only the 
other day sunny and of gladsome 
smile, now serene, but still in death. 
The last sad rites had been per­ 
formed 
when the grave had been 
-covered and prayer and benediction 
pronounced. 
The following is the funeral ser­ 
mon of Rev. J no. A. Williams, a min­ 
ister much beloved in Ada: 
Aly trieuds, I shall not speak many 
words upon this occasion about Dr. 
Browali: they are not necessary in 
this city where he was best known, 
and therefore, most beloved. 
This 
vast concourse of people is a tribute 
more eloquent than words could be 
to the high esteem placed upon, his 
character by those w’bo knew' him 
in his daily work. 
The work of a physician who is 
wedded to his profession is a noble 
work. Our Lord Jesus Christ, when 
lie was here in the flesh, went about 
doing good. The work of a faith­ 
ful physician is. in some respects, 
similar to the work of our Ix>rd. 
for he goes about healing diseases, 
relieving pain, encouraging the dis­ 
couraged and making the world bet­ 
ter and happier by his presence. Dr. 
Browali was an ornament to the med­ 
ical profession. Endowed by God with 
a blight mind, a superb physique ami 
a sun nj disposition, he was ever the 
ready man. 
lf you will pardon a 
personal reminiscence, I wilt recall 
a night in February, five years ago. 
when he was first called into my 
home. 
One who i> very dear to me 
lay at death's door and life seem­ 
ed to be ebbing away. How well I 
remember his ready grasp of the situ­ 
ation, the prompt and heroic meas­ 
ures for relief and with what pains­ 
taking solicitude he IiatrLnj with dis­ 
ease until tip' loved one was restor­ 
ed to health. \\ hat he did in my 
home has been repeated in the homes 
of many of those who sit in this 
house today. 
He had one of those 
rare. bouvant, optimistic natures that 
refused to be discouraged, where oth­ 
ers might lose hope, that delighted 
in meeting and overcoming difficul­ 
ties. In addition to his rare abilities 
as a physician and surgeon, his very 
presence in the sick room was like 
medicine; his sunny smile was a cor­ 
dial. 
Dr. Carl Helge Browali was born 
near Stockholm, 
Sweden. 
February 
22, 1872, and was. therefore, at the 


time of his death, a little past 37 
years of age. Early in life he con­ 
fessed Jesus Christ as his Savior and 
united 
with 
the 
Lutheran church. 
Coining to this country during the 
{ ol urnbian Exposition, he settled in 
Wisconsin and became a member of 
the Lutheran church at that place. 
There being no organization of his 
denomination here, his membership 
remained there. 
Endowed by God with such rare 
qualities of mind 
and 
heart, 
the 
hearts of men turned to him as the 
flowers turn their face to the sun, 
and wherever he went his life was 
a blessing. He was a man who lov­ 
ed his fellow men and was not will­ 
ing to bear malice. Instinct with life, 
he loved life and devoted h%is rare 
talents to the saving of life. 
We knew him as an honored citi­ 
zen, as a delightful companion, as a 
clean sportsman, loving the shady 
woods, 
the 
sunny 
fields 
and 
the 
sparkling rivers. 
We knew him as 
the chariTable physician, as the lov­ 
ing husband and proud father. He 
died at the post of duty. He gave his 
life in an effort to save life. There 
are no scars in his back; he died 
with his face to the foe. lait us hon­ 
or the memory of such a man. 
lo those of you 
who 
are 
most 
deeply bereaved, let me say that I 
would point you to the God of all 
comfort and 
consolation/ who has 
given 
us the invitation. “Cast thy 
burden upon the laird, and He shall 
sustain thee.’ Remember the prom­ 
ise that. 
All things work together 
for good to them that love God, to 
them who are the called according to 
his purpose." Where we cannot un­ 
derstand God’s purpose, let us trust 
him. remembering that he makes no 
mistakes, that God doeth all things 
well.

Frank Scribner, all 
brothers, were 
arrested here Saturday and placed 
in the Pontotoc county jail. 
Dan is the older or the brothers 
and until recently was supposed to be 
living at or near Hugo. John is the 
next older brother whose wife is a 
sister to the late Mrs. FYank Scrib­ 
ner, who was assassinated. The two 
Mrs. 
Scribners 
were daughters of 
William Stix. who. it will 
be re­ 
membered, was arrested immediate­ 
ly after the assassination but was 
later released on a $2,500 bond, th,* 
authorities 
believing that 
the evi­ 
dence was not sufficient to hold him 
without bail. 
It is understood that warrants are 
out for other parties, also, and a re­ 
port is current on the streets to the 
Affect that the murder of Mrs. Scrib­ 
ner was a sequel to the assassination. 
of Zeke Putnam, at Allen, several 
months*ago. Just what evidence has 
been revealed from the grand jury 
room to connect these cases is not 
definitely known. When the parties 
are all arraigned, however, the de­ 
velopments brought to light before 
the Jury will be matters of public 
iecord substantiated by the court’s 
action, and at such time the News 
will be able to give its readers a 
more comprehensive report of the 
developments in these noted cases.

Nevertheless, its bearings on the 
questions of civil 
government are 
of the greatest importance to “the 
powers That be.’ FVir civil govern­ 
ment finds the root of its necessity 
in human depravity. The chief func­ 
tion of the state is to repress evil 
doing. All human legislation keeps 
the 
evil-doer 
in 
mind. 
Protection 
against him is a prime necessity. The 
problem of 
the 
civil 
government, 
therefore, in its last analysis. Is al­ 
ways the same, and it meets every­ 
where the same perplexities, because 
human depravity Is everywhere the 
same. Having no method of reaching 
the conscience, the State must con­ 
tent itself with grappling its prob­ 
lems as they come up. It deals with 
men as it finds them. In a free gov­ 
ernment the state is the citizenship. 
If it be the business of the State to 
lay hands on the evil-doer and re­ 
strain him from interfering with its 
own peace aud good order, it is of 
the first importance that the evil­ 
doer shall 
be transformed 
Into a 
good citizen. Every such transforma­ 
tion simplifies by so much the prob­ 
lem of the state. The only thorough 
and reliable process of transforma­ 
tion is in the spiritual regeneration 
inculcated in Christianity. This de­ 
stroys the power of evil itself, and 
implants the love of righteousness. 
So. religion and the state overlap in 
their practical outcome, but they can­ 
not coalesce without disaster to both 
as human history abundantly proves, 
because they do not operate in the 
same plane. 


Through its great doctrine of soul 
freedom Christianity is already the 
glory of modern history, because ii 
has given birth to the idea of a 
world-wide democracy and made the 
individual man the 
unit 
of 
power. 
Nothing else could have done sc much 
the citizenship so great a dignity. 
is the opfc>rt nutty afforded in the 
Sunday school. I trust I shall not let 
my zeal for the Sunday school betray 
me into an overstatement of the im­ 
portance of its bearing upon social 
questions and upon the public good. 
I am aware that my words must ive 
carefully chosen. No one can believe 
more earnestly than I do that the 
true measure of souls won to Christ. 
The old phraseology 
is still 
good 
enough. The farmer does not estimate 
his success either by the size of his 
fields or the amount of seed planted. 
He figures on the crop, YY’e, likewise, 
as sowers of the word, measure our 
prosperity as sheaves are garnered 
“for the home'on high.” And though 
these results are not in our hands, 
though the wisest teaching cannot 
save a soul, yet without the inspira­ 
tion o! the promises of such fruitage, 
and without the aim and prayer for 
it, any Sunday school will sink to a 
pretense and a sham. 
After these emphatic words I shall 
surely 
not 
be 
misunderstood. 
The 
moral problems with which the citi­ 
zen must deal grow more complex 
as 
population 
increases. Their in­ 
herent difficulty 
Is due to 
wrong 
views of 
human 
obligation. 
Right 
views of human obligation, and the 
history of their development, are giv­ 
en in the sacred Scriptures—the un­ 
iform and only text-book in the Sun­ 
day school. There is a clear- logical 
connection betwixt this statement and

From Oklahoma Baptist Journal. 
The proper aim of all Christian ef­ 
fort is to win souls to Christ. -What­ 
ever may be intermediate, whatever 
incidental benefits to society may re­ 
sult from our endeavors, every Chris­ 
tian enterprise finds its true reason 
for being in the purpose to promote, 
directly or indirectly, the deliverance 
of human souls from the bondage of 
sin. This does not narrow our view. 
On the contrary, of all the work done 
beneath the ann, none is so broad, 
so far-reaching in practical results 
as that undertaken 
by those 
who 
see with the vision of our Lord. 
The greater includes the less. And 
in seeking the highest eood we pro­ 
mote all the trite interests of man­ 
kind on lower 
planes. 
But 
these 
must never become an object. Our 
plans grow confused, and our enthus­ 
iasm loses its rallying cry, hi pro­ 
portion to our lack of concentration 


lie peace an dorder which blacken 
the daily newspaper are not done by 
Sunday school people, and the further 
fact that Sunday school people are 
not numbered among the dangerous 
classes, 
In 
the Sunday school 
we 
use an 
infallible 
practical 
guide 
I took. W’hose precepts, so far from 
working harm to any one, are fraught 
with the happiest results to human 
life and enforced by the Supreme 
Moral Authority of the universe, ft 
follows that the Bible is not only the 
sole and sufficient guide in matters 
of religious belief, but that it is al­ 
so our ultimate test of civic right­ 
eousness. 
It is inevitable that any 
commonwcalth shall grow clean and 
strong in projnmion as this divine 
truth takes hold on the public mind. 
But the public mind is a misnomer. 
There is really no such thing, it is 
only the 
aggregate 
of 
individual 
minds. He who refuses, therefore, to 
take the Bible as his guide, while he 
may not in every case l>econie an 
actual law breaker, will inevitably 
be a potential one. because he will 
be at cross-purposes with the moral 
constitution 
of 
government. 
The 
public morality, again, is only the 
aggregate o f individual morality. And 


if this be (as it surely is) the bul­ 
wark of the common safety, the dan­ 
gerous element are those who re­ 
pudiate the teachings of the Bible. 
Nothing else could hae done so much 
to quicken the sense of human obli­ 
gation. or to send into all the rami­ 
fications of human life a genuine 
amid will, it ig f0 
^he world­ 
wide religion, because it is the only 
truly human and missionary religion 
It is to Lad at last to a correct so­ 
cial science, because it is to teach 
everywhere Jhat one 
m ans 
rights 
end where another’s begin. 
If the citizenship be the State, the 
ends of good government can be se­ 
cured only in proportion to the moral 
exaltation of the citizen. And if the 
citizen is the unit of power, every 
entei pi ise that aims to make good 
men deserves 
moral 
and 
material 
support. And this, I think, brings me 
close to the heart of my subject. For 
if it he true, as it undeniably is. that 
the best guarantee of good govern­ 
ment is the 
widest prevalence of 
Christian 
teaching, 
then 
whatever 
gives to Christian men and women 
the largest opportunity of impress­ 
ing this teaching upon the coming 
citizenship, holds a most important 
relation to the public welfare. And 
this is the class reached, and this 
The necessity of individual moral­ 
ity in popular government was seen 
from the beginning of our history by 
both 
Puritan and 
Cavalier. Never. 
since the day when Israel was smit­ 
ten for the worship of Aaron's calf 
of gold, has any people safely re­ 
pudiated Jehobvah. And if the guillo­ 
tines and 
the 
French 
Revolution 
came out of an attempt to dethrone 
God in the human soul. if Napoleon 
swept Germany like a tornado be­ 
cause infidelity 
had 
paralyzed 
the 
Teutonic energies, who can tell what 
a baptism of Mood and fire awaits 


our great and beloved country, lf it* 
citizenship should turn fool and athe­ 
ist at one and the same time and 
say, 
from 
Plymouth 
Rock 
to 
the 
Golden (late. from roaring Niagara to 
the Southern Keys, "No God!” 


"Oh." you say, “thar can 
never 
be." I^er us hope not. And yet no 
sane 
man 
can 
have 
watched 
the 
progress o f 
events 
in 
our 
coun­ 
try during recent years without some 
misgivings. Think of the c o rru p tly 
power of money, and of the thousands 
of men who sell their citizenship at 
the ballot box. There is no greater 
menace to our free institutions than 
the corruption of the electorate.

But the most 
hopeful feature in American life to­ 
day is the fact that some millions 
of young Americans meet in their 
Sunday schools every week to study 
the word of God who is able to make 
them wise unto salvation and in so 
doing to make them good citizens.

christianity 
and 
sound patriotism to work in the Sun­ 
day school. If ’righteousness exalt­ 
e d a nation.” and if sin be “a re­ 
proach to any people," the citizen 
who has at heart his country’^ wel­ 
fare will find in the Sunday school 
a field for the noblest endeavor. 
The Attorney-General of the Unit­ 
ed States in a r*-cent magazine ar­ 
ticle. under the heading.

John is the 
next older brother whose wife is a 
sister to the -late Mrs. Flrank Scrlb- 
ner, who was assassinated. The two 
Mrs, Scri'bners were daughters o] 
William Stix, who, it will be re- 
membered, was arrested immediate- 
ly after ithe assassination .but was 
later released on a i?2,500 bond, the 
authorities 
believing that the evi- 


dence was not sufficient to hold him 
without <bail. 


It is understood that warrants are 


out for other parties, also, and a re- 
port is current on the streets to the 
effect that the murder of Mrs. Scrib- 
ner was a sequel to the assassination 
of Xeke Putnam, at Allen, , severa 
month-s^ago. Just what evidence has 
been revealed from the grand jury 
room to connect these cases is not 
definitely known. When the .parties 
are all arraigned, however, the de- 
velopments brought to light before 
the jury will be matters of public 
record substantiated by the court's 
action, and at such time the News 
will be -able to give Its readers a 
more comprehensive repprt of the 
developments in these noted cases.

But the public mind is a misnomer.

Prom the residence preceded 


Ote hearse bearing the remains, the 
4naeral cortege marched to the First 
Mehtodlst 'church' where awaited such 
« concourse of people in numbers 
and such a gathering In spirit of 


sympathy as probably had nev- 


er before occupied a house of wor- 
ship in this city in meeting of sim- 
ilar character. 


Rev. Jno. A. Williams, formerly 


fceloved pastor of the First -Presby- 
terian church at Ada, officiated at the 


delivering a sermon strong- 


ly euologistic of the life of Dr. Brow- 
all. 
The vast audience of around a 


thousand people. Intensely interested, 
earnestly responsive to the every -ut- 
tenance of the minister, sat without 
movement, except among the many 
the oft repeated bowing the head 
to remove the tears and stifle the 
•sobs. 
It was a scene, the memory 


of which will continue to live in the 
iearts of many during life. 


The casket, containing the body 


of the dead physician and friend ot 
hundreds of Ada's loyal people, was 
literally covered with .beautiful white 
loses and cape jessamines. Gathered 
•round were 
the 
near 
relatives 


among whom were the widow with 
little seven months old son. 


«• i.When the church ceremonies had 
toeen concluded, a procession was 
formed and moved in si-gle file ,to 
fiosedale. 
!>t is said, and 
is prob- 


ably correct, that this was the long- 
est funeral procession ever witness- 
ed^ In this country with the possible 
exception of one, and the second 
largest assemblage of people ever 
gathered at fhe -place of the last sad 
farewell. 


At the grave the B. P. O. K visi- 


tors concluded that lodge's final ser- 
vices, following which the last view 
was bad of the pallid face only the 
other 
tiny sunny and of gladsome 


smi-le, now serene, hut still in death. 


The last sad rites .had been per-

The work of a physician who is 


wedded to his profession Is a noble 
work. Our Lord Jesus Christ, when 
lie was here in the fies-h, went about 
doing good. The work of a faith^ 
ful physician is, in some respects, 
aimil'ar fo -the work of our Lord, 
for he goes about healing diseases, 
relieving pain, encouraging the dis- 
couraged and making the world bet- 
ter and nnpplar by 'his presence. Dr. 
Browall was an ornament to the med- 
ical profession. Endowed by God with 
a ibris-ht mind, a superb physique and 
a sunny disposition, he was ever the 
ready man. 
If you win pardon a 


personal reminiscence. I will' recall 
a night In rVbruary. five years ago. 
when he was first called into my 


* -home. 
One who is very dear to me 


lay -at death's door and life seem- 
ed ito be ebbing away. How well 1 
remember his ready -grasp of the situ- 
ation, the prompt and beroic meas- 
ures for relief -anil with what pains- 
taking solicitude lie battled with dis- 
ease until the 'loved one was restor- 
ed to health. \Vhar. -he did in my 
home has beep -repeated in the -homes 
or -many of those who sit in this 
house today. 
He had one of those 


rare, bony-ant, optimistic natures that 
refused to be discouraged, where oth- 
ers might lose -hope, that delighted 
In meeting and overcoming difficul- 
ties. In addition to his rare 'abilities 
as a physician and yurgeon, his -very 
presence in the slok room was like 
medicine; his sunny smile was a cor- 
dial. 


Dr. Carl Helge Browall was iborn 


near Stockholm, 
Sweden. 
February 


22, 1872, and was, therefore, at the 


time of lite death, a little past 37 
years of a-ge. Early in life he con- 
fessed Jesus Christ as 'his Savior and 
united with the 
Ivutneran church 


Coming to this country during the 
Columbian Exposition, he settled in 
Wisconsin and became a member of 
itohe Lutheran church at that place. 
There being no organization of his 
denomination here, his membership 
remained there. 


Endowed toy God with such rare 


qualities of mind 
and 
heart, 
the 


hearts of men turned to him as the 
flowers torn tlheir 'face to the sun, 
and wherever he went his life was 
a blessing. fHe- was a man who lov- 
ed his fellow men and was not will- 
ing to bear malice. Instinct with life, 
he loved life and devoted h*is rare 
talents to the sax Ing of life. 


Wejknew 'htm as an honored citi- 


zen, as a delightful companion, as a' 
clea-n sportsman, loving the shady 
woods, 
the 
sunny nekls and 
the 


sparkling -rivers. 
We knew him as 


the charitable physician, as tlhe lov- 
ng nils-band and proud father. He 
died at the post of duty. He gave his 
ife !n an effort to save life. There 
are no scars in his -back; he died 
with -his face to Che foe. Let us hon- 
or the .memory of such a man.

deeply .bereaved, let me say -that 1 
would'-point,you to the God of all

John is the 
next older brother whose wife is 
sister to the -late Mrs. Flrank Scri-b- 
ller, who was assassinated. The two 
Mrs. Scri'bne-rs were daughters of 
William Stix, who, it will ;be re- 
membered, was arrested immediate- 
ly after itbe assassination ibut was 
later released on a i?2,500 bond, -the 
authorities 'believing that the evi- 
dence was not sufficient to hold -him 
without .bail. 


It is understood that warrants -are 


out for other parties, also, and a re- 
port is current on the streets to the 
effect that the murder of Mrs. Scrib- 
ner was a sequel to the assassination 
of Xeke Putnam, at Alien,. several 
mon'th-s^ago. Just what evidence has 
been revealed from the grand jury 
room to connect these cases is not 
definitely known. When the .parties 
are all arraigned, however, the de- 
velopments brought to light before 
the jury will ibe matters of -public 
record subs-tantiated .by the court's 
action, and at such time the News 
will be.-able to give its readers a 
more comprehensive report of the 
developments in these noted cases.

questions of civil government are 
of the greatest importance to "the 
powers that be." I<\Jr civil .govern- 
ment finds the root of its necessity 
in human depravity. The chief func- 
tion -of the state is to 'repress evil 
doing. All human legislation, keeps 
the 
evil-doer In mind. Protection 


against him is a prim* necessity. The 
problem of .the 
civil 
government, 


therefore, in its last ^analysis, is al- 
ways 'the same, and it 'meets every- 
where the same perplexities, because 
human depravity is everywhere the 
same. Having no method of reaching 
the conscience, the State must con- 
tent itself with grappling its prob- 
lems as they come up. It deals with 
men as it finds -them. In a free gov- 
ernment the state is the citizenship. 
If it be the business of the State to 
ay hands on the evil-doer and re- 
strain him from interfering with its 
own peace and good order, it fs' of 
the first importance that the evil- 
doer shall "be transformed 
into a 


good citizen. Every such tranaforma- 
ion simplifies by so much the >prob- 
em of the state. The only thorough 
and reliable 'process of trans-forma- 
:ion 
is in the spiritual regeneration 


nculcated in Christianity.. This- de- 
fcroys the power of evil itself, and 
mpiants the love of righteousness. 
So. religion and the state overlap in 
heir pracr.ical outcome, 'but they can- 
rot coales-ce without disaster to both 
as human history abundantly proves, 
jeeause they do not operate in tbe 
.ame plane. 


• Through its great doctrine of soul 
reedom Christianity is already the 
glory of modern history, because it 
las given birth to the idea of a

common-wealth shall grow clean and 
strong in proportion as 'this divine 
truth takes hold on the public -mind. 
But the public mind is a misnomer.

minds. -He -who refuses, therefore, to 
take the Bible as his guide, while he 
may not in every case become an

1-f the citizenship be the State, the 


ends of good government can be se- 
cured only in proportion to the moral 
-exaltation ot the citizen. And, it the 
citizen is the unit of power, every 
enterprise that aims to make good 
men deserves moral

support. And this, I think, .brings me 
close to the heart of my subject. For 
if it be true, as it undeniably is, that 
the best guarantee of good govern-

who would sell this vote yields to 
tttat power.

But the -most 
hopeful feature in American life to- 
day is the fact that some millions 
of yo-ung Americans meet in .their 
Sunday schools every -week to study 
the word of God who is able to tnak< 
them wiae unto salvation and in so- 
doing to make them good cltlsens.

good Christianity 
and
